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Looking Back 100 Years 


N late April or early May, 100 years 

ago, the first steamboat on the upper 

Mississippi made its maiden trip. It 

went from St. Louis to Fort St. An- 
thony, now Fort Snelling, Minn. It experi- 
enced real difficulty in navigating the Rock 
Isiand rapids, but it got through them, in 
spite of the fact that they had been regarded 
as a permanent obstacle to steamship traffic 
on the upper Mississippi. 

The white inhabitants of the region were 
greatly excited by the ship’s successful voy- 
age; the Indians were terrified, thinking it a 
monster. 

It is hard to estimate the importance of 
that first trip. It opened up a new section 
to steam navigation. The changes that have 
taken place since in navigation on that river, 
in civilization and prosperity along its banks, 
in the development of agriculture, industry 
and commerce, are tremendous. 

In the progress of 100 years, people are 
often forgetful of the brave beginnings which 
made it possible. There are few thrills today 
even in considering airplane traffie. Yet 
anyone who will try to turn his imagination 
back a century should profit by the historical 
perspective he will gain.—San Bernardino Sun

HAT the battleship fleet is based on the

When the wind permits, the sound of the 
firing may be heard ashore. It might be mis- 
taken for a distant blast in a quarry, or even 
for the rumbling of a passing car. It does 
no harm, impedes no traffic, and could annoy 
nobody but some super-sensitive individually 
inclined to protest at whatever is. 

Manifestly it would be an error for the 
public to permit its attitude of friendliness 
and appreciation towards the fleet to be one 
which changed because more than a score of 
miles off shore at intervals the big guns are 
fired. Part of the duty of a fleet commander 
is to keep his ships ready for any emergency. 
This is not done by anchoring them in 
picturesque grouping in the outer harbor.— 
Fasadena Post. 
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Studying Civies 
HEN ‘‘civies’’ is mentioned as a school 
study, some people think it sounds high- 
brow and unpractical. One reason why 

government is often unsatisfactory, is 
that a vast number of people have no con- 


ception of their civic duties, and no idea of 


the practical steps necessary to secure good - 


government. 

Every boy and girl ought to learn some- 
thing in school about their prospective duties 
as citizens. They should find out how they 
will suffer from bad or inefficient government 
or high taxes. 

They should be given some idea of

They should be warned against the fakes of 
polities. Lessons of this kind, if taught in a 
spirit of non-partisanship, ought to be just 
as useful to a coming citizen as anything 
found in any lesson book.

Many modern parents have shirked about 
all the duties they could, so let’s go the 
whole way, and let the poor, hard-working, 
ill-paid school teachers do this job of teaching 
manners, because nobody else wants to. 


Look Out For the Sharks 

HE sermon of the Secretary of the 
Treasury on economy and thrift may 

be divided into two parts. The appeal 

for further economy is directed to gov- 
ernment expenditure; the urge to thrift 1s 
addressed to the people. The second at least, 
is likely to fall on ready ears. 

As Mr. Mellon points out, almost $2,000,- 
000,000 worth of war savings stamps and 
Vietory notes are due or will fall due during 
the first few months of 1923. That means 
that this very large sum will be available as 
cash to the citizens who invested in these 
government securities and who desire to re- 
ceive their savings in that form. The fruition 
of investments is always a dangerous time, 
and experience has taught the public how easy 
it is to lose the results of their thrift by 
listening to speculative promises of the get- 
rich-quick artists. 

It is of high importance that the investors 
should realize the benefits of their sacrifices, 
and the way to do that is to contemplate in 
advance the most profitable way of using this 
money. Obviously sound re-investment sug- 
gests itself in Government securities or in 
other forms of sound finance. It is no time 
to waste money and one of the really practical 
benefits that came out of the war was the 
impulse to thrift, as manifested by the patri- 
otic subscriptions now about to be repaid. 

To many a citizen they may represent the 
first step toward owning a home, a car for 
the pleasure and health of the family, a piece 
of furniture for the house, a weleome vacation 
this summer; in some useful form the money 
may be visualized. But if no such constructive 
objective suggests itself, then there are many 
splendid investments which will enlarge this 
little personal saving. There will be plenty 
of willing advisers to suggest speculative en- 
terprises, some of them honest but many of 
them wholly crooked. Nearly $2,000,000,000 
represents the private fortune of the thrifty 
public. It must not be wasted. 
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The Lottery 
T’S vastly easier to theorize about wed- 
lock than to work the theories out. Yet 
the gossip chorus, to which most of us 
belong, is always ready with its theories 
when an engagement or a marriage breaks. 

A recent instance concerns a great musician. 
His fiancee was musical, too. Whereupon the 
gossip chorus: ‘‘There, didn’t I tell you? 
Knew it couldn’t last—too akin in tempera- 
ment; mates, to be happy, must be comple- 
yients, not duplicates.’’ 

Now, you can find in history many instances 
of successful unions between artistic men and 
women of like tastes, aptitudes, methods of 
expression. The Brownings, the Schumanns 
and the Kendalls, to cite an example in turn 
from poetry, musie and the stage. 

But when you have done that you, of course, 
baven’t proved anything, because nobody 
knows how much happier these couples might 
have been had each wedded opposites. 

Perhaps, on the whole, genius fares a shade 
better when it selects mediocrity as its foil. 
That, however, is hindsight; and, who that 
is in love looks to experience for guidance? 

So, after all, we face the tradition that 
marriage is a lottery and must thank the 
stars that its prizes so greatly outnumber 
its blanks.—L. -A. Examiner.

Apricot and peach growers of 
Southern California are planning 
to get together in an organiza- 
tion which will enable them to co- 
operate with the canners in the 
establishment of a fair price for 
canning apricots and _ peaches 
peaches which will be maintained 
throughout the canning season. 

In addition to. establishing the 
price, the growers plan to stand- 
ardize their product and to ad- 
vertise Southern California as a 
producer of quality apricots and 
peaches, believing that these 
measures will: encourage the 
growers in their efforts to pro- 
duce quality fruit by the assur- 
ance of fair returns; enable the 
canners to operate their - plants 
to capacity on good fruit bought 
at fair prices and without fear 
of price fluctuations during the 
canning season such as have been 
disastrous to the growers and 





that canners now without plants 
in Southern California will be 
encouraged to enter this field. 
Committees of growers repre- 
sentative of the principal pro- 
ducing districts of Southern Cali- 
fornia have been working during 
the past months for a plan where- 
by these results may be accom- 
plished and among those who 
are engaged in this work are a 
number from our community, all 
of whom are enthusiastic in their 
support of the idea and the man- 
ner in which ~its many details 
are being worked out. 
Organizatiay work is being 
undertaken by a committee of 
seventeen growers, representa- 
tive of the principal apricot and 
peach producing districts of 
Southern (California. Dr. H. S. 
Gordon, a prominent grower of 
Nuevo is Chairman of this organi- 
zation Committee and is well 
qualified for this position, having 
been in charge of the growers 
association of his eommunity, 
which for a number of years has 
sold the products of its members.

AUTO CLUB TALKS 
70 SPEEDY DRIVERS 


Nanby-panby auto driving vs reck- 
less smart-aleckness is a subject of 
vital importance which is coming up 
for attention in the present anti-ac- 
cident campaign being conducted by 
the safety bureau of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California. 

For instance, say club officials, it 
is neither amateurish nor nanby- 
panby to always slow down at a rail- 
road crossing, and it is not “smart” 
to rush across the tracks just be 
cause they are not actually blocked 
by a moving train. Many of the 
worst accidents occur at such cross- 
ings, it is pointed out by the safety 
bureau, and sometimes no warning 
is given of the approach of a train. 
A motorist may be right in going 
across, but he will be in awful 
wrong if he gets hit. 

The motorist who thinks he is al- 
ways right, and really. may be right, 
is liable to have accidents just on 
account of his own self-righteousness 
unless he also does some thinking 
for the “other fellow.” Every auto 
driver ought to think for two—him- 
self and the driver of the other car. 

A motorist is only as safe as the 
most careless driver on the road, 
says the club safety bureau. It is all 
very well to stand upon one’s rights 
under ordinary circumstances, but 
motorists will have to admit that 
there is not much fun in lying un- 
der a wreck and piping up feebly: 
“Well, I was right, anyway!” 

It is better, indicates the Auto 
Club, to risk being classed as over- 
careful and nanby-panby or smart- 
aleck by taking risks to show off in 
front of people and be commended 
as a classy driver, and a_ special 
drive will be made by the safety 
bureau to protect law-abiding auto- 
ists from the smart-aleck types.

CITRUS SURVEY 
STARTED HERE 


Citrus survey being conducted un- 
der the joint auspices of the Citrus 
Experiment Station at Riverside and 
the San Bernardino County extension 
service started in the west end of 
the county, where eight groves were 
visited in Uplahd and Ontario dis- 
tricts. 

Three weeks will be spent in the 
west end citrus growing districts, to 
be followed by three weeks in the 
Redlands and Highland districts. 

Irrigation and water handling 
practices, cover crops, soil manage- 
ment, pruning and orchard yields over 
a period of years are being com- 
piled. 

Similar surveys will be conducted 
in other Southern California citrus- 
growing counties. The data collected 
lthrough these surveys will be placed 
at the disposal of the citrus experi- 
ment stations and extension service 
with the thought that improved meth- 
ods of orchard practice may result 
from the dissemination of such knowl- 











edge.

CITRUS INSTITUTE 
AT ORANGE SHOW 


The California Citrus Institute 
will hold its annual meeting in 
conjunction with the National 
Orange Show in San Bernardino 
on Tuesday, February 20th, The 
Institute sessions will be, held 
in the auditorium of the Elks 
Club House. .

HO was the mysterious “H” 

who directed the operations of 
the Germanic forces in the United 
States both before and during the 
period of the World war? 

Was this personage a man with a 
wide-spread knowledge of American | 
mnilitary procedure and an almost un- 
canny sense of foresight, or was she 
a woman, with all of a woman’s abil- 
ity to worm secrets from diplomatic 


circles and untangle problems to 
which she held but the slightest 
clues? } 

These, in brief, are the questions 


which puzzled—and still puzzle—the 
master minds of the United States 
secret service and the officials of the 
Department of Justice connected with 
the defeating of Germanic propaganda 
on this side of the Atlantic. That, 
even after the deportation of Von 


Bernstorff and Von Papen, there 





some individual who directed the 
movements of the pro-Germans in the 
United States and Canada is apparent 
from the very nature of the plans 
which they attempted to carry through 
—plans which included the attempted 
importation of a large number of dis- 
satisfied Hindus, the securing of the 
plans of the battleship Pennsylvania, 
the placing of time-bombs on, several 
large United States transports, signal- 
ing to sea from a number of Atlantic 
ports and the financing of the famous 
“peace movement” to which a num- 
ber of prominent Americans were in- 
duced to lend the power of their 
names. 


But, in spite of the fact that gov- 
ernment operatives engineered the ar- 
rests of several men ana at least two 
women who were intimately connect- 
ed with high official circles in Ger- 
many, the trail to. the master-spy— 
concealed under the cloak of the 
single letter “H” was sufficiently well 
hidden never to be compietely uncov- 
ered. 


The cloyest approach to the actual 
location of this personage was in the

penetrating to the innermost secrets 
of Fort Oglethorpe and a number of 
other important posts in the eastern 
section of the country.

“When war was declared between ; 
France and Germany, the husband of 


the ‘Baroness’ was en route to Lon- 
don. While in the middle of the 
Mediterranean, between Suez and 


Marseilles, he made arrangements to 
land at the latter port and go from 
there to London instead of continuing 
his voyage by way of Gibraltar. 
However, the ‘Baroness’ sent him a 
wireless just before he reached Mar- 
seilles, advising him that war was 
about to be declaved and that it would 
be better for him to remain aboard 
ship. When the ship touched Mar- 
seilles, the baron offered $1,000 for 
an automobile to take him to the Ital- 
ian frontier, but was unable to secure 
a vehicle. He continued his voyage 
and landed at Southampton on the 
day following declaration of war with 
rermany. He Was interned imme- 
diately and remained in camp for 
three weeks, during which the 
‘Baroness’ intervened with a number 
of British officials and secured the re- 
lease of her husband upon his promise 
as an officer and a gentleman not to 


take arms against England during 
the war, a pledge in which she 
joined, 


“Shortly after his release from the 
internment camp, the captain and his 
wife sailed for New York, cloaking 
their identity under the mask of or- 
dinary steerage passengers. The 
‘Baroness’ has admitted that she had 
been In almost constant communica- 
tion with Germany, both by letter and 
eablegram, and that she had been on 
terms of intimacy with several mem- 
hers of the kaiser’s fainily.”
